1. T am an adull oompclcnl tu icstil'y (o the niititcfii conlained in this afndavil, which T make 
of my own free will and based on xiiy personal laiowlcdgc of die facts below. 

2. 1 am a resident of County, Indiana, and my address is; 

3. T am a descendant of .Tohn H. Diliinger (“Di!linger”), who was born on June 22, 1903, 
repoitedly died by gunshot wound on July 22, 1934, and was buried in a family plot, 
section 44 of Crown Hil! Cemetery, Indianapolis, Indiana. 

4. 1 am related to Diliinger as follows; My grandfather, John Wilson Diliinger, was 
Dillinger’s father, llis date of birth was July 27, 1864, and he died on November 3, 1943. 
My mother was francas Jl. Dilliiiper rhoiiipson. Diilmficr's half-sister and the daughter 
of John Wifson Diliinger and iJizabeth C. fields Diliinger, who was born on .September 

18, 1897 and died May 2.5, 1933. 

5. I have been presented with evidence that demonstrates that the individual who was shot 
and killed at the Uiograph 'fheater in Chicago on July 22, 1934 may not in fact have been 
tny uncle, John 11. Diliinger. This evidence includes the non-match of his eye color, the 
car shape and protrusion from the head , the fingerprints not matching, the existence of a 
heart condition, and the apparent uon-matcli of the anterior teeth. 

6. It is my belief and opinion that it is critical to learn whether Diliinger lived beyond his 
reported date of death of July 22, 1934. If he was not killed on that date, I am interested 
in di.seovcring what h.appencd! u.i him, vvhcrc he lived, whether he had children, and 
whether any .such children or grandchildren arc living today. 

7. Also, it is my belief and opinion that, if the 1J3J killed the wrong .man outside the 
Biograph Tlicatc;r, it is also important to identify tlic man in the grave at Crown Hill 
Cemetery. 

8. I have been advised, and I agree, ihal itic only means by wliieb. the identity uf the 
jndividuu.1 puqDortcd to be John Diliinger may be known (or ccrbiin iy to cxbufric Ibc 
body from Crown Hill Cemetery and conduct proper forensic exiimimitions and tests. 

9. f acknowledge and understand that an exhumation will involve disturbing the ground of 
the gra ve in question and exposing the body, moving it to a forensic laboratory, analyzing 
it, and possibly removing a bone or bones for DNA testmg,
